THE STATE RELIEF POLICY? 


The publication of figures showing that 


local governments of Wisconsin bore an 
increased burden of direct relief costs last 
\ear over the previous year inspires a 
query on the state's relief policy. 


Almost siice the depression of the 


1930"s began, the state government 
has 


provided funds for direct relief, but al- 
ways with the explanation that the relief 
budget v. as an emergency budget, the 
implication that the time would scon ar- 
rive when it would not be necessary for 
the state legislature to furnish aid for the 
destitute. The result is that the state has 
never fully accepted responsibility for 
participating in the financial burden of 
relief aid?. All appropriations were tem- 
porary stop-gaps. 


, The statutes of Wisconsin still adhere 


to the Elizabethan principle that the lo- 
cal governments are- legally responsible 
lor the care of the poor. Local officials 
are bound by law to feed, clothe and 
shelter the poor, although it must be per- 
fectly clear to the realistic that local gov- 
ernments are supported by a tax base 
•which is least able to support the gradu- 
ally increasing load. 


Today about 90 per cent of the cost of 


general relief to more than 50,000 family 
cases in Wisconsin, at a cost of $14,000,000 
a year, is absorbed by towns, cities, vil- 
lages and counties, all of which depend 
for their revenues upon the farm and the 
home. What is more, there is no guaran- 
tee whatever that the state government 
will continue to contribute as much as 10 
per cent of the total cost. In fact, the 
present state administration is reducing 
state participation below the relatively 
modest contributions of previous admin- 
istrations, according to the 
Wisconsin 


County Boards association, which asserts 
with justification that the state govern- 
ment is passing the buck to the localities 
and calling it economy. 


No one with a proper regard for the 


public welfare and good government will 
advocate promiscuous or unnecessary in- 
creases in the state budget. At the same 
time no one should argue for reductions 
in the state budget if it will mean piling 
greater costs upon the state's local sub- 
divisions. The state's tax base—embrac- 
ing several dozen different forms of lev- 
ies—is obviously better able to support a 
necessary public burden which a decade 
of experience has shown us is likely to 
remain than the local property tax roll. 


The state levies cigarette, gasoline, li- 


quor, utility, income, inheritance, auto- 
mobile and many other forms of taxation. 
The county and the city must unload ris- 
ing costs on the. already groaning owner 
of property. 


There is another reason why the next 


legislature ought to face the situation and 
set down in the law a permanent state pol- 
icy on relief expenditures. It is extremely 
difficult for local governments to budget 
accurately and economically in 
the ab- 


sence of a definite state program. 


Under the present system, those lo- 


calities which are in the poorest financial 
circumstances are the beneficial ies of state 
funds, making it likely that in some in- 
stances the efficiently governed citi«>s and 
counties are being penalized. 
In still 


other cases, it is conceivable that under a 
system by which s'.ate relief funds are 
distributed at the discretion of the gover- 
nor and his aide;, those local representa- 
tives who speak the loudest and with most 
eloquence, or perhaps those who represent 
co:iaituenc;es which vote in the right col- 
umn, get the money, 'while thosv

producing a lasting immunity to 
measles, similar to that employed 
in diphtheria with toxoid.

The most common con- 
sists of the intramuscular injection 
of serum from the pooled blood of 
several patients who have recently 
recovered from attacks of measlc*. 
If given within five days after ex- 
I-OMire to measles it is apt to pre- 
vent the afflication. However, pro- 
tection or so-called passive immu- 
nity is of short duration, being 
from ten to twenty-one days. If the 
serum is given within five to eight 
days after exposure, it is apt to 
modify the attack.
